2 In February 2006, the mag ran a piece on the proposed

3 In June 2004, Living South celebrated 16 years of the East 
Dulwich Comedy Club, which has seen the likes of Stephen Frost, 
James Nesbitt, Eddie Izzard and Graham Norton take to the stage. 
After more than 10 years of laughter Upstairs at the EDT, the club 
is now settled at The Hob in Forest Hill. 

4 On the subject of comedy, our trio of local female comic 
geniuses, Jo Brand (interviewed in the April 2006 issue),

Jenny Eclair (March 2002 and February 2005) and Helen Lederer 
(June 2001 and July 2007) all continue to get us giggling on stage, 
in printand on TV. Two of the trio write for Living South, too.

Royal Company of Watermen and Lightermen for its labourers. 
Remaining in use until 1973, most are now in private hands. 

We ran the history of the buildings in January 2005 and put 

them on the cover in October 2007 and February 2010. 

7 Michael Caine, born in 1933 in Rotherhithe, and brought up in 
Camberwell, has graced our screens in film classics such as A/fie and 
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Pink lady 


The Italian Job in the 60s, through to Children of Men and Harry 
Brown in the noughties. When we spoke to him in February 2007, 


he confessed to being a “fanatical gardener” and a bit ofa techie. 

8 Gary Oldman, born in New Cross in 1958, is very good at being 
bad. He played Sid Vicious in Sid & Nancy and corrupt cop Norman 
Stansfield in Leon. On playing Sirius in Harry Potter & the Order of 
the Phoenix, he told us in October 2007, “[The director] told me he 
wanted it a bit more ‘street’, so I threw bit of Streatham in there”. 

9 David Bowie was born in Brixton, went to school in Beckenham 
and lived there until the early 70s. After the success of Space Oddity, 
Bowie was pumping his industry proceeds into a small Arts Lab in 
Beckenham. Living South told his story in the July 2001 issue. 

10 Sticking with the music theme, Robert Wyatt, considered one 
of the most respected avant-garde artists to have emerged from the 
60s, talked to Living South in October 2003 about his days spent 

in Bermondsey and being kicked out of his band, Soft Machine. 

11 Speaking of the South Bank, we talked over the masterplan for 
the area with architect Rick Mather back in May 2000. Phase one 
was completed in September 2007, but there’s still work to be done 
to maximise public space, such as redesigning Jubilee Gardens.

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IAM A SOLICITOR workingin family law 
for over 40 years. | have been through many 
divorces and am often asked how | can bear to 
deal with unhappiness and conflict. The truth is 
that, almost without exception, the ex-spouse 
comes through happier than during the worst 
years of the marriage, and! am glad to help 
them into that fresh start. 

But getting from ‘before’ to ‘after’ can be 
stressful, and can take two years. | have 
concluded that there are some difficult 
types of personality that make the divorce 
process unduly stressful, and here | alert 
you to some. 

The more a husband is in a professional 
position of power and tends to have a final 
say, the less he adapts to the principles of 
equal participation and cooperation which 
govern the divorce process. Examples are 
consultant surgeons, airline pilots and

company directors, whose natural tendency 
is to ignore the applicable rules in the 
process and insist on doing it their way, 
causing others to work around them despite 
the extra cost and disruption. 

Others feel outraged at the new world that 
requires them to give full and frank 
disclosure of their financial position, and 
answer questions about their intimate 
dealings, to court deadlines. Many men are 
amazed at the slow pace of justice and 
believe that if they state their views often and 
forcefully enough, that is the end of the 
matter. The most difficult are those who go 
to great lengths to hide their assets; they 
really do increase the costs and prolong 
the process. 

Women with their own demanding jobs 
are more used to playing by ‘alien’ rules, and 
thus are not generally problematic. It is those 
who have viewed men as open purses, while 
eschewing the grind that goes with earning 
money, who baulk at playing fair in the 
divorce process. They feel the rules and 
procedures do not apply to them because 
they have never had to take ultimate 
responsibility.

The ‘difficult’ ones perceive that if they 
withhold ready contact between child and 
husband, he can deduct less from his child 
support payments - a particularly 
distressing scenario. 

No one, of course, is at their best during a 
relationship breakdown and many harsh 
words are said and attitudes adopted that 
cause long-term damage and make the 
separation and re-adaptation worse - and 
more expensive. But if you can just get on 
with the procedure, go with the flow and 
accept legal advice as to the outcome, 
it will result in aless painful - and costly - 
experience on the road to a fresh start. 

So, if your spouse is likely to be 
‘difficult’, choose your solicitor carefully - 
and be prepared!

Dulwich homeopath Rosy Byatt 
talks allergies and intolerances 


ve noticed a real increase recently in people asking to be 

[== for food allergies and intolerances, with symptoms 
ranging from bloating to asthma-type breathing 

difficulties. They often blame stress or pollution, but while 

it’s true that Londoners lead hectic, stressful lives, there has to 

be a susceptibility and often an inherited disposition towards 

a food allergy to start with. 

Where patients complain of bloating, this is often caused by 
emotional factors or diet. All patients are individual and have 
their own unique story, therefore it’s really important to take a 
holistic view of their whole health history. A homoeopath will 
always take a detailed case history and family medical history 
to see the whole pattern of health and emotional issues, and 
then work on addressing the person’s specific symptoms and 
to balance the endochrine system, which is affected by stress. 

I recently treated a young child of three who was presenting 
asthma-type symptoms. The remedies I gave didn’t work as 
well as I would have liked, so I suggested that the mother took 
him to a kinesiologist to see if he was reacting to something 
in his diet or environment. She found that he was allergic to 
diesel fumes (his parent’s had a diesel car), so I gave him diesel 
as a remedy and his symptoms cleared dramatically. It’s vital 
to keep an open mind as a therapist, and other therapies 
— acupuncture, kinesiology and nutrition in particular — can 
work so well with homeopathy in both identifying the causes 
of health problems, and solving them. @

| went for the salad gourmande 
with smoked duck breast, 
pan-fried chicken liver, lardons, 
croutons, apples and mixed leaf 
salad, which turned out to be 
much heavier on the meat side 
than | had anticipated. | faired 
better with the main course 
though, a fantastic dish of pan- 
fried scallops with seafood rice. 
Lorraine came over all ‘when 
in Rome’, ordering the French 
onion soup with Gruyére 
cheese and croutons (also, 
we discovered, a heavy way to 


start), followed by rib-eye steak 
garnished with baked tomato 
with Provencal herbs and a side 
of ubiquitous pommes frites. 

Unsurprisingly after our meat 
feast, we kept the desserts 
light; | with a mango sorbet, 
Lorraine nibbling at a pancake 
with lemon and sugar. 

| really do like this place, and 
now that | know it’s also open 
for breakfast and lunch, or just 
a quick coffee, I'll be calling in 
more often.

Formerly Grafton Dance Academy, South London Dance is now firmly 
settled into Its new premises and coming along in leaps and bounds. 
KAREN JENSEN-JONES meets founder Zoe Dawson 


he old post office in Herne Hill 
is the last place you might expect 
to find budding young dancers 


preparing for exams and rehearsing for 
the summer show. But after months of 
uncertainty, due to planning issues and 

an ambitious refurbishment, the old post 
office, now South London Dance Studios, 
is up and dancing. Much to the relief of 
Principal Zoe Dawson... 

“After eight years of using various schools 
and halls around Dulwich and Herne Hill, 
I finally have my own fantastic premises 
with three fully equipped dance studios and 
over 500 students,” says Zoe, “but it’s not 
been easy getting here.” 

Zoe, who trained as a dancer in the West 
Midlands, moved to London when she was 


18 after winning a much-coveted role in 


Trevor Nunn’s production of Oklahoma! 
at The Royal National Theatre. 

“Twas so young, I didn’t even know who 
‘Trevor Nunn was!” laughs Zoe. “It was a 
dream job and it was an amazing 
experience.” She went on to study acting at 
LAMDA and, while working as an actress, 
decided to go back to what to she loved and 
dedicated herself to opening her own dance 
school. “I wanted a business that worked 
well alongside my acting career,” explains 
Zoe, “so I had this idea that if I had just 50 
students ona Saturday it would bea nice 
start. The school was really popular with 
150 pupils signing up straight away. 

I needed a bigger space from day one.” 

Zoe’s search for premises proved difficult: 
“T battled constantly to find more rooms 
for lessons and when I did they never had 


adequate changing rooms 
or waiting areas for 


parents. I tried for four

and encouraged dance as a hobby as well 


as providing excellent foundation training 
for those considering dancing as a career. 
“Dance is for everybody,” enthuses Zoe, 
“there’s so much you can get from it. 
Physically you can learn about and improve 
your body; dancing is also very creative and 
great fun. I love teaching children of all 
abilities, even if they're not going to bea 
brilliant dancer, they are improving their 
body and becoming more co-ordinated and 
hopefully having fun.” One of the biggest 
changes Zoe is making, now that she has 
three fully equipped dance studios and 
several teachers, is that she can cater fora 
wider range of dance styles for both children 
and adults. “In addition to our children’s 
ballet, modern and tap classes, we now have 
national dance and street dance classes. 


For adults, we have 
beginners’ ballet and tap as 
well as jazz and stretch 
classes. Training boys is also 
a passion of mine, and ’m 
very proud that I’ve already 
had several male ex-students who have gone 
on to train at some of the best dance colleges 
in London. I also have classes planned for 
18-month-old babies and their parents.” 

To say Zoe is busy is an understatement; 
she works seven days a week and divides her 
time between teaching, running the school 
and preparing for the summer show. 
Surrounded by an array of amazing animal 
costumes, made bya local East Dulwich 
dress maker, and with the imminentarrival 
of more costumes from America, she is 
clearly in her element. 

“The summer show, called We Can 
Dancel, takes place in June with 145 
students performing a wide range of song 
and dance styles that will entertain all 
ages, says Zoe proudly. “I used to doa show 


like this every four years, but I now plan 
to do it every three years. 

“The new studios have changed my life,” 
declares Zoe, who is obviously delighted 
with her new premises, “and what I love 
about being here is the sense ofcommunity. 
I live in Dulwich, so I can cycle to work with 
my dog, and it doesn’t feel like London.” 

Clearly the old post office is not what it 
used to be, but that’s no bad thing for the 
residents of Herne Hill and any future 
Billy Elliots living south of the river. @

o me, and to many, the French Alps 

mean only one thing — skiing. 

So when an invitation for an 
action-packed weekend in Le Massif des 
Aravis region appeared in my inbox last 
summer, I jumped at the chance. 

The relatively undiscovered region is 
made up of four traditional, chalet-dotted 
villages — La Clusaz, Le Grand Bornand, 
Manigod and Saint Jean de Sixt —which 
offer everything from yoga to watersports 
and paragliding. We set about squeezing as 
much into a weekend as we could, starting 
with lunch. After checking in to Hotel Beau 
Site, a charming, family-run chalet near 
Saint Jean de Sixt, we headed to Le Cabanon 
for scallop linguini and a glass of wine. 

Such a leisurely start in this picturesque 
village, set amid alpine pastures and 
colourful window boxes, makes it hard to 
imagine people hurling themselves down 
mountains and bungeeing off ravines. But 
they do; and we did. The village has the 
world’s only Bun-J Ride where, attached 
to two bungee cables, you launch yourself 
down a 24-metre dry ski slope ona bike, skis 
or, well, however you like. I opted simply 
for the run-jump-scream approach. 

Fora more family-friendly thrill, head 
to La Clusaz for summer sledging down the 
giant toboggan run or mountain biking. 
The Tour de France regularly passes through 


these parts (this year it'll weave through on 
13 July), so it’s no surprise the region has 
22 cycling routes for free-riding and cross 
country, as well as 14 less-challenging 
routes. We hopped a chair lift, bikes on 
the back, to try outa few green ski runs, 
skidding back down over fields, rubble 
and tree roots. Steep, black, runs are also 
available for insane adrenaline junkies. 
The alpine scenery compels you to go for 
a stroll, but in these parts the latest trend is 
Nordic walking. This increasingly popular 
workout uses poles to propel the walker, 
exercising 90% of the body’s muscles. Head

to Le Cols des Annes, a quiet, rural spot 
populated by wildflowers and cattle, to try 
out those lengthy strides at around 1,500 
feet. It soon saps the air from your lungs, so 
stop fora minute to take in the site of Mont 
Blancon the horizon. 

It doesn’t have to be all go—you could opt 
fora medicinal plant walk on Plateau de 
Beauregard, where a local expert will take 
you foraging for plants and herbs and teach 
you how to make herbal tea and ointments. 
Should you prefer your mountain plant- 
based products already bottled, however, 
pay a visit to the Beauvoir Institut by Sné 
Bioflowers for a full-body massage. 

Then hop in the car and head to Manigod 
for dinner at Hotel La Croix Fry, run by 
Marie-Ange Veyrat (sister of Marc Veyrat, 
the renowned chef twice awarded three 
Michelin stars). We headed out there fora 
delectable seven-course meal, and it was 
here that we discovered Reblochon —an 
incredibly pungent cheese the Aravis locals 
are fiercely proud of. It’s delicious, but do get 
it vacuum sealed if you want to take it home! 

And finally, adda touch of romance to 
your break witha hot air balloon ride from 
Le Grand Bornand. I took to the air with 
Jean Allen Martin, who gently informed me 
that the only way to land is to crash. Still, we 
made it in one piece, and the views up there 
are, quite literally, breathtaking.

FLAT OWNERS used tobe the poor 
relations of lucky house owners, not least 
because leases, common in London and 
the south east of England, caused all sorts 
of hassle.

running low, and charges were high.

Leasehold Reform Act 2002, which has 
moved the balance of power back towards 
the tenants. Shorn of the restrictions 
leasehold flats used to be subject to, they 
become a much attractive investment, and 
easier to sell.
